the lavish support of a huge circula- 
tion it becomes dangerous inde 
preoccupation with otherworldiness 
and immortality which you invite is a 
confession of widespread defeat in 
this world. According to Mr. Arnold 
Toynbee, if I understand him, it is a 
clear symptom of social disintegration 
and decay. 

Certainly the challenge to our so- 
ciety which communism represents 
(and communism has many of the 
trappings of a universal religion) re- 
quires something more than a return 
to a thoroughly mystical, revealed 
religion of medieval stamp. This 
would be running away from the great 
challenge of our time. Our Western 
Christian civilization has already had 
its Age of Faith, when people believed 

in what you propose they should 
believe now. And it was a period which 
coincided with that period which we 
term, in another connection, the Dark 
Age 

You are right in thinking that the 
primary challenges of our time lie 
the field of religion and that Wester 
Christendom with its many divisions 
is not in a particularly strategic posi- 
tion to assert itself vigorously, Never- 
theless a return to what looks like a 
comfortable past is not the way to ob- 
tain the dynamic force which our 
society requires. There is no going 
back: Copernicus, Darwin and Freud 
have seen to that. 

In your plea for a return to an un- 
reasoning faith you have taken some 
gratuitous swipes at those of us who 
believe in a reasoned faith, beginning 
with Arius and ending, by implica- 
tion, with the Unitarians of today 
who are perhaps the chief exemplars 
of so-called liberal religion. 

Although the Unitarians are bound 
by no restrictive creeds, their chief 
purpose is to make Jesus plain, to cut 
away the trappings and dust of the 
past and reveal him anew in all his 
rich and persuasive and uplifting real- 
ity. In our day it will be that, not a 
return to darkness, which will be the 
seed of the Church Universal—a 
church which will be barred to no 
man except by the death of goodness 
in his soul.

1, A retreat to medieval mysticism 
and renunciation of the world and a 
concomitant ignoring of right behav- 
ior and earthly virtue is a most cer- 
tain formula for world chaos and 
more “dark ages.” 

2. If religion is not a universal love 
and brotherhood of man, then our 
presentlay state of confusion and 
frustration could well be placed at the 
door of too much of the wrong kind 
of religion these past 1,900 years. 

3. If religion is a thing apart from 
an ethical code and if religion, "al- 
though it can do much good in the 
world ... is to be measured by the 
number and quality of its mystics,’ 
then most men will either retreat 
from its formidable impracticality or 
envelop their sins in its cloak of pro- 
tection, 

What has been the motivation be- 
hind such works of art as Beet 
Ninth Symphony, 
Cervantes’ Don Quixote, Goya's Dos 
de Mayo, St. Gaus haw Memor- 
ial, to name but a few that come to 
mind? The supreme activity of man— 
creative expression—has been  in- 
spired by a desire to increase brother- 
ly love and human happiness and to 
alleviate physical and mental suffer- 
ing and man-made inequalities cause« 
by selfishness.

Although guignol is French for 

puppet show, grandguignolesque has been the adjective used 

by French critics to describe any real horror-drama ever since 

1897, when the fiendish little theater first started putting on 

its melodramas. Through two wars, innumerable political cri 

ses and one German occupation, the Guignol has remained as 

much a Paris phenomenon as the famed Folies-Bergére, using 

pure terror rather than pure sex to hypnotize the cash customers. Aided by 

trick lighting, fearsome props and make-up, the Guignolers go happily, if homi 

cidally, about their business of gouging out one another's eyes, cooking villains 

in vats of sulphuric acid (left), hurling vitriol and cutting throats, all to the ac- 
companiment of hysterical laughter and hideous shriek:

THE GREAT DEBATE 


Senatorial giants clash over a vital public issue: 
Will daylight saving wreck the capital of the U.S.? 
by ALLEN DIBBLE 


This week an estimated 50 million Americans begin the observ- 
ance of daylight-saving time. Most of them will sleep through the 
change-over at 2 a.m. and their only recognition of the new time 
ichalals will come with the resetting of their clocks. But not so 
with Senator John H. Overton of Louisiana. He has threatened to 
mark the occasion by inserting in the lost-and-found columns of 
Washington newspapers the following advertisement: “Lost—some- 
where between sunrise and sunset, one golden hour, set with 60 
diamond minutes. No reward is offered; it is lost forever.” 

The paunchy, ponderous Southerner conceived this eulogy to 
fleeting time during a Senate debate that still has the boys in the 
press gallery talking. There can no longer be any doubt, they say, 
that the Senate is right in its own contention that it is the most 
deliberative body in the world. 

Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio set off the debate when he pro- 
posed that the Senate consider a bill authorizing the Commission- 
ers of the District of Columbia to hold hearings to consider the 
establishment of daylight-saving time at the seat of government. 
The author of the bill, Senator J. Howard McGrath of Rhode 
Island, pointed out that the measure had the support of a majority 
of the residents who must sweat out the sweltering Washington 
summer,

any event, but is milk of the 
afternoon before, or some pre- 
vious time?” 

Senator William Langer of 
North Dakota spelled out for 
Senator Harry P. Cain of Wash- 
ington state the problem fac- 
ing Western farmers. “When 
it is 12 o’clock noon in Wash- 
ington [D.C.] it is 9 o'clock in 
‘Tacoma, intheSenator'sstate,” 
Langer explained. “If there is 
a difference of an additional 
hour, the farmer will have to 
get up at 8 o'clock. If so-called 
fast time is introduced, he will 
have to get up at 7 o’clock to 
hear a program at 9, In order 
to hear a program on the radio 
at 9 o'clock in the mornin, 
Washington, D.C. time he will 
have to get up four or possibly 
five hours earlier.” 

Senator Cain felt that the 
voteless citizens of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia should enjoy 
home rule at least to the ex- 
tent of deciding what time 
they would get up and go to 
bed.

EDITORIAL 


IT WILL BE A BETTER WORLD 


This is particularly addressed to Lire’s read- 
ers overseas, of whom we are glad to say there 
are now a growing number in some 50 countries. 
It may also interest such Americans as happen 
to be chicken-hearted about the future. For 
this is a call to faith in that absorbing phenom- 
enon, that tumultuously kaleidoscopic modern 
wonder, the economy of the U.S. Specifically 
it is a plea to make the current international 
trade conference in Geneva the real turning 
point of what has so far been a rather dismal 
20th Century. 

First reports from Geneva are not, frankly, 
very encouraging. The stumbling block is fear. 
Dr. J. E. Holloway, head of the South African 
trade delegation, put it this way the other da 
“To the U.S. belongs high credit that she has 
not sought dominion by force of arms. Rather 
has world leadership been conferred on her by 
the march of destiny. In measuring up what she 
will do with this world leadership she will, I 
hope, forgive us some little anxiety. She stands 
at the crossroads whére her traditional anti 
athy to the free flow of international trade 
verges from her new role as a world leader. She 
seems to stand there in vacillating acceptance 
of her eminent and high destiny. . . .” 


How It Is in the U.S. 


All right, if we look vacillating to you, let us 
tell you how, it really is. First off, we hope that 
r bemused itinerant, Henry Wallace, hasn’t 
frightened you with his talk of American impe- 
rialism. Harold Laski used to frighten us, too, 
with his British socialism. We had to get used 
to Harold. You will have to accustom your- 
selves to Henry. ‘That is fair trade. 

We hope too, that you are not taking some of 
our congressional avec more seriously 
than they deserve. Perhaps you heard Bertrand 
W. Geathart of California sounding off in the 
House of Representatives not long ago about 
Geneva: ". . . Boatloads of smug diplomats, all- 
wise economists, of experts, theorists, speci: 
ists and whatnots, sailing pally from our shores 
to barter away .. . the little factory in Wichita, 
the little shop in Keokuk . . 
motel in Merced. .. .” 

Well, we Americans call that just wind moan- 
ing on Capitol Hill. Probably some hammer- 
head will get up in Congress one of these days 
and point out that it was a ship engaged in for- 
cign trade that blew up Texas City. Certainly 
you will hear Chairman Harold Knutson using 
his House Ways and Means Committee as a 
sounding board for his fear that the good old 
American way of life is threatened unless there 
isa high tariff on fish glue. But if some of this 
noise comes from Republicans, who of course 
now have the votes, don’t make the mistake of 
assuming that high tariffs are official Republi- 
can policy. They aren't. 

Senators Vandenberg and Millikin, two re- 
sponsible Republican leaders, have already 
made a deal; it guarantees that Presidential 
powers to cut tariffs up to 50% are secure for 
another year. True, there is a seemingly im- 
portant hedge in this deal. Tariff reductions can 
be cancelled by the President if they are shown 
to harm an American producer. Comments the

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LET'S TRADE 


IF U.S. IDEAS AT THE GENEVA CONFERENCE ARE ACCEPTED 


London Economist: “If this means what it ap- 
pears to say, it makes the whole process of 
tariff reduction meaningless.” 

Hold on there, Economist. There have been 

escape clauses of some sort in all reciprocal trade 
agreements negotiated in recent years, and 
practically no one has yet proved to have been 
hurt. Indeed, it is the job and purpose of our 
State Department to make agreements benefit- 
ing all and hurting none. Item: Swiss watches. 
Back in 1936 the Tariff Commission reduced 
the rate so that Swiss movements began to 
stream into the U.S. to be encased and sold. 
The Swiss share in the U.S. watch market rose 
from 20% to 41%. You might have expected a 
howl from our man urers. But their busi- 
ness increased tor ¢ promotion and sales- 
manship aroused by the new compe 
changed the buying habits of the nation that 
the market for good watches actually doubled 
between 1935 and 1941, Trade was freer and 
gained. 
‘trates what Americans believe will 
happen—intend shall happen—with the items 
for which new tariffs are presently being nego- 
tiated. The worst mistake, as Americans view 
it, would be to assume that the margins of past 
economic patterns will also be the boundaries 
of future designs. The U.S., whose imports av- 
eraged about $2 billion worth of goods a year in 
the decade before the war and whose exports 
averaged about $224 billion, now contemplates 
a two-way target somewhere between $10 and 
$15 billion each way. U.S. farmers have been 
shipping $3 billion worth of food, which repre- 
sents an average of $500 added to the income of 
every farm family. We like that much better 
than we did “plowing under.” 

And if you still think of U.S. businessmen as 
economic isolationists, put it out of your mind. 
For they are among the strongest supporters of 
freer trade now. They talk of doubling the size 
of the world economy in the next 10 years. 


Our Answer 


It is true some illusions about our golden 
bathtubs went down the drain in the °30s. But 
remember what has happened since. We dou- 
bled our productive capacity during the war, 
more than doubled our national income and 
have built up a demand for consumers’ goods 
which all your factories and craftsmen, even 
after they get working again, will find it hard to 
fill. 

We deeply feel that in our system of compet- 
itive, more or less free capitalism, we have the 
answer to the job of getting the world on its feet 
again, its people fed and prosperous and able to 
satisfy their needs in some way less wearing and 
tearing than war. Fairness demands that we tell 
you people overseas that many Americans have 
the fervor of a crusade about this. 

Frankly, they feel guilty about the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff, which in the early ’30s set off such 
an unpleasant economic chain reaction. Many 
Americans believe that what they should now 
do is precisely what Britain did 100 years ago: 
drastically cut tariffs in a big unilateral gesture. 
In theory this is probably right. Instead we 
have compromised on a gradual emergence into 


a freer world. This is the minimum American 
scheme that is being offered at Geneva. The de- 
tails of how you nil case your controls and dis- 
criminations in return for our tariff concessions, 
how trade is to be financed and reciprocated, 
require patient working out. 

If the “march of destiny” has left the U, 
in a position of leadership, you will not find us 
imposing that leadership at Geneva, but rather 
offering it as a guide. The important thing, in 
the American view, is to get started in the right 
direction, and the Geneva conference is the 
place to make that start. 


Your Choice 


You say that America asks you to play it all 
on one card, and you ask what will happen if 
there is a bust in the U.S. Wouldn’t the U.S. 
stop buying from you and thus make you worse 
off than before, while still trying to sell to you, 
in effect exporting its unemployment? Yes, that 
could happen. But the U.S. knows more today 
about booms and busts than it once did. It is 
trying to avoid wild swings of inflation and de- 
flation. Certainly there are few of the factors 
present for a bust of the 1929 variety. Certainly 
there are fewer chances for world depression if 
the U.S. continues to import the vast amounts 
of raw materials it needs for industries and 
the luxuries it needs for its rising standards of 
living. 

And what is the alternative to hitching to the 
American star? Why simply a return to the ant- 
hills of isolated economies. There would be few 
American machine too! i 
industry, an even le 
from Hollywood for a Britain trying to subsist 
within its empire. Northwest Europe would go 
back to the impossible rat race of trying to 
exist on its own insufficiencies. 

Most serious of all, this anthill economics 
would inevitably intensi ate management or 
ownership of industry and agriculture. It also 
has the inescapable concomitant of extreme 
nationalism. In such a world the freedom of the 
individual would be sunk and might not rea: 
sert itself for centuries. That is a threat of 0 
most serious possible nature for our entire ci 
ilization. 

This alternative offers the U.S. and the world 
only scarcity, a narrowing of men’s minds, a 
curtailment of movement and freedom, a turn- 
ing back of the clock.

SMALLPOX SCARE 


New York vaccinates 2,000,000 for disease 
which might have spread through entire U.S. 


Last week New York Ci J.S. came safely through a close 
brush with a frightening epidemic disease. The disease was smallpox, 
the ancient contagion which sometimes kills a third of those infected. 
The city felt its presence when a baby and a young man developed the 
symptoms. In three weeks 
New Yorkers had patiently waited 

One man had brought the disease into the c h 1 Eugene 
Le Bar, an importer, had arrived on a bus from Mexi nd taken 
sick in a hotel. Nine days later Le Bar died without knowing what was 
wrong with him. The diagnosis of “hemorrhagic bronchitis” was be- 
latedly changed when the other smallpox cases were traced back, 

The potential danger of New York’s smallpox outbreak was some- 
thing to make public health officers turn pale. Within a few days after 
Le Bar had been in his hotel, other guests had scattered to 29 states

celebrate its first anniversary, she has been the toast of Broadway. 
Although Broadway’s “Annie” has better lines, the real Annie had 
a life no librettist could improve on. 

Annie Oakley unquestionably was wonderful. She stood quite 
alone in her celebrity, which cannot be likened to that of any cur- 
rently famous female. Her flavor was unique and of her time. Tt was 
a sort of combination of Lillian Russell and Buffalo Bill, a merger 
of dainty feminine charm and of lead bullets, the whole draped in 
gorgeous yellow buckskins and topped with a halo of powder-blus 
smoki 

The phenomenon was born Phoebe Anne Oakley Mozee, in 1860, 
in the backwoods of Darke County, Ohio; the sixth of eight chil- 
dren of Jake Mozee and his wife Susanne, both Quakers. Jake died 
from exposure in a blizzard when Annie was 4. Her mother re- 
married and the new home was a pretty dismal place. Her step- 
father was not much of a provider. That there was always food on 
the table was due largely to little Phoebe’s uncanny and natural 
ability with a muzzle-loader, And presently, when she learned that 
hotels in Cincinnati would pay actual cash for quail and rabbits, 
she became a market-hunter.

Little is known about the match except that live birds were used 


and so were shotguns—a weapon the Mozee youngster held fit only 
for little children—and that the girl won the match, She also shot 

an arrow straight into the heart of Frank Butler. Mr. Butler mar- 

ried her and they went on the road as a shooting act. It wasn’t long 

before the girl, who now dropped the Phoebe and became Annie 

Oakley, was the featured part of the act. 

In the spring of 1885 the team of Butler & Oakley signed on 
with Buffalo Bill’s Original Wild West Show, just getting into its 
full stride under the able management of Nate Salsbury and the 
inspired press-agentry of Major John W. Burke, without question 
the mogul of all press agents. No honest account of Annie Oakley, 
or for that matter of Buffalo Bill, can be written without reference 
to Major Burke. 

Burke would be wholly incredible today. He wore his hair long 
and occasionally called himself Arizona John. He hailed from that 
suburb of Arizona we know as the District of Columbia, where he

was born and reared. He had been a tramp newspaperman and once 
was manager of a trained-animal act. Dressed impressively in a 
Prince Albert and striped pants, he wore his whiskers in the prom- 
inent banker or flying buttress style and his sole interest was that 
Buffalo Bill’s Original Wild West Show should become and remain 
the most gigantic, the most stupendous and the most amazing 
spectacle on the face of the earth. 

Fifteen years before a journalist called Ned Buntline had taken 
hold of William F, Cody when Cody was an obscure cavalry scout 
and had blown him into the magnificent character of Buffalo Bill, 
Prince of the Plains. When Buntline and Cody parted company 
Burke got a firm grasp on the Buffalo Bill legend and built it into 
even greater stature, built it so solidly, too, that no reliable biogra- 
phy of Cody has been or ever will be written. And now, in 1885, 
Major Burke took little Annie Oakley by the hand, 

Among Burke’s many talents was a gift for getting along with 
American Indians. The best-known Indian villain of the day was 
the surly yet bighearted old Sioux medicine man, Sitting Bull. 
Burke and Salsbury inveigled him into joining the Buffalo Bill 
show, and presently the press of the country broke out with a won- 
derful story, namely, that Sitting Bull, whose name was still a ter- 
ror to all palefaces, had joined the show simply to be near his 
adopted daughter, who was none other than Annie Oakley. More- 
over, swore Burke (and newspapers printed every word of it as 
gospel), Sitting Bull had made Annie “a full Indian princess” and 
named her “Watanya Cicilia’” which, so Burke related with awe, 
meant Little Sure Shot. 

Although, just as in the case of Bill Cody, Major Burke dreamed 
aap tie duaravter that Annie Oakley’ heonmie, her hosting itsall 
needed no ballyhoo. It was as near perfect as shooting could be, At 
30 paces she would slice the thin edge of a playing card held by 
Frank Butler. She exploded cartridges thrown into the air. While

By heroic measures Burke 
managed to keep Buffalo Bill, one of our really great topers, suffi- 
ciently sober to appear on his white horse and break a few glass 
balls with his rifle. The yelling Indians, the careening Deadwood 
coach, the bandits, all proved exciting to these princelings, whom 
Burke insisted on calling “crowned heads,” but it was Little Sure 
Shot they had come to see. Next day Buffalo Bill received a note: 
“Sir; Will the little girl, Annie Oakley, who shoots so cleverly in 
your show, object to shooting a friendly match with the Grand Duke 
Michael of Russia? We will arrive at Earl's Court at 10:30 this morn. 
ing.” It was signed “Edward.” 

ill Cody was upset. He believed, and with reason; that no mat- 
ter how good a marksman the grand duke was, little Annie would 
shoot rings around him. And, when asked, Annie said that was ex- 
actly what she would do. Buffalo Bill thought it would be quite ter- 
rible to have a grand duke outshot by a commoner and a woman at 
that. Annie was not to be moved. While the argument was going 
on, four whole carriage loads of assorted royalty and nobility rolled 
up to Earl’s Court and the shooting match started. The duke was a 
better-than-good marksman but not in Annie’s class. He missed 15

The incomparable Major Burke announced to reporters and 
cabled back to the U.S. that the grand duke had really come to

match to a woman had caused him also to lose face. Hence the 
engagement was broken by the princess. “How magnificent this 
little woman of the Great Plains!” marveled Burke. “She and her 
magic gun won two matches from the grand duke—the shooting 
trophy and the hand of the princess.” Even Annie Oakley came to 
believe it. 

The sporty Prince of Wales liked the Wild West Show. He came 
again and again, and near the end of its run he presented a fine 
medal to Miss Oakley. And at last Queen Victoria could stand it no 
longer. She commanded a special performance, while Major Burke’s 
long whiskers fluttered as never before. It was all the same to Miss 
Oakley. Her eye unfogged by royalty, her hand still true, she stood 
out there in the arena and broke ball after ball, punctured card 
after card, then bowed and retired gracefully in a cloud of smoke. 

Whether Annie’s success had made her too big for her pants 
whether, as more likely, too many members of the show simply 
felt they were being ignored is not known. Whatever the reason 
Buffalo Bill and his crew sailed home without Mr. and Mrs. Butler. 
The Butlers went to Berlin where Annie gave exhibitions and later 
toured Germany. Then they returned to America, though not to the 
Original Wild West Show. Annie got mixed up with a stage show 
entitled Deadwood Dick, one of the most dreadful turk een, 
A tour of vaudeville was not much better. What Annie needed was 
the inspired touch of Major John Burke. 

In 1889 the Butlers were back with the Wild West Show. They 
toured France, Spain and Germany. In Berlin, at the special re- 
quest of the young Kaiser Wilhelm, Annie shot the ashes off a cig: 
ret held in his mouth. Two years later she was a s 
Chicago World’s Fair, and for the next seven years sh 
a season nor a single performance with Buffalo Bill. Then, in 1901, 
as the train carrying the show was steaming south to go into winter 
quarters, it ran head-on into another train, Four performers were 
killed and almost 100 injured, among them Annie Oakley, who was 
pulled unconscious from the wreck by her husband. 

Partial paralysis and five operations followed the injury. Annie's 
hair grayed, then whitened. It was more than two years before she 
took gun in hand again. Then she found she could still shoot 
shoot well. Soon she was out with another stage horror, The WV 
ern Girl. She left it and went into vaudey he rest of her life 
was spent in and out of vaudeville and, during the winters, in giv- 
ing lessons in shooting at Pinehurst, N.C. 

Annie died in Greenville,.Ohio, in her native Darke County, on 
Nov. 3, 1926 and her body: was cremated in Cin Idless 
herself, she left 18 orphan girls whom she had befriended and put 
through school. Frank Butler died a few weeks later. Both bin 
Cody and Major Burke were long since in their graves. 

Until Annie Get Your Gun the new generation knew Annie Oakley 
only as a slang term for complimentary tickets. It was coined by 
the late Ban Johnson, the baseball impressari erred to 
baseball game passes, all of which were punched as though by 
bullets to distinguish them from paid tickets, as Annie Oakleys. 

It was small immortality for so wonderful a woman. All young 
men of the time, and old men too, lost their hearts to the tiny 
buckskinned sprite and never quite got over it. No American male 
of the era was wholly immune to the ms of Little Sure Shot, 
adopted daughter of Sitting Bull and the creation of Major John 
W. Burke, God rest his inspired and imaginative soul.

This year the nation is fairly started on its build- 
ing boom, and thousands of U.S. families, living in 
makeshift quarters, can for the first time see a new 

, home on the horizon. To show its readers the kind 
of new homes they could have, Lire asked three top 
residential architects to design three modern 1947 
houses. Their plans, translated into exquisite scale 
models, are set forth on the following 14. pages. 

These houses are something new. They would have 
been impractical 20 years ago. They are low and 
ground-hugging instead of high and boxy. They have 
small, clean-running furnaces in compact spaces on 
the first floor, eliminating basements. They have won- 
derful glass-walled rooms. Although modern, they 
are graciously so and would fit into any community. 


The U.S. can have homes like these. It has only 
to ask architects and builders for them. Otherwise 
the nation may be cluttered with ill-built, ill-designed 
houses like those that sprang up after the last war. 

One fact everyone must face is that houses are too 
expensive. To show just how expensive they are Lire 
had cost analyses made of its houses. The figures 
quoted on the following pages are U.S. averages; they 
may be 20% higher or lower in a specific locality. 
But no matter how the prices vary in different towns, 
they will all be very high by prewar standards. Unfor- 
tunately prewar standards will never return and 
building costs will probably not fall much for some 
time to come. By 1947 standards these houses, with 
theiradvanced design, are a better-than-avéragevalue.

Many houses built in U.S. suburbs have two 
fundamental faults. The dining and living room 
face the street—sometimes a drab prospect— 
and for privacy have to be heavily screened bv 
shrubbery. Secondly, backyards are often cut 
up by garages and driveways, leaving the front 
awn which is in plain view of the street as the 
only place where people can relax or romp. 

Lire’s suburban house, designed by Paul 
Schweikher and his associate, Winston Elting, 
reverses this situation (plan above). It is placed 
as close to the street as possible, leaving room 
for a big garden in back. The living room and 
dining area and the bedrooms face the rear and 
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look out upon thegarden through plate-glasswin- 
dows. Thus the rooms in which people spend 
most of their time are always bright and cheer- 
ful and become almost a part of the garden. 
Carefully bordered with hedges, the garden 
can provide a countrylike feeling of isolation, 
with plenty of space for sunbathing and cro- 
quet right in the middle of a crowded suburb. 

The house is built mostly of brick, which is 
also used for some of the interior walls and 
floors. There is no basement. The water heater 
and warm-air furnace are placed in a small al- 
cove off the laundry space adjoining the kit- 
chen. Architect Schweikher has included a con- 


siderable amount of space-saving built-in fur- 
niture—a sofa in the living room and a seat be- 
side the dining-room table, desks and bunks in 
two of the bedrooms. Lighting, too, is almost all 
built-in, as shown in the night views opposite. 
Ventilation is provided by louvers beneath 
the fixed plate-glass windows. Smaller louvers 
set into the recessed gables at the roof peaks 
(top picture opposite page) ventilate the attic. 
An open shelter which architects call a carport 
is provided for two cars. It may be converted 
at any time to a fully enclosed garage and work- 
shop. The suburban house, shown here and 
on the next four pages, costs about $18,000.

To show how the minimum house might be 
produced in quantity in a factory, Lire con- 
sulted a pioneer prefabricator—the Precision- 
Built Homes Corporation of Trenton, N.J. The 
two drawings on this page show how Precision- 
Built would break the house down into a num- 
ber of assemblies (exploded drawing above) and 


produce these assemblies on a production line 
(below). The materials used would be ordinary 
lumber and a special weatherproof wallboard 
, called Homasote. Once at the site all the vari- 
ous assemblies could be put together into a fin- 
ished house in somethingless than 10 days. Oth- 
er prefabricators could also make the house, us- 


ing a variety of different materials and tech- 
niques. Precision-Built estimates that at a pro- 
duction rate of 1,000 houses a year they could 
sell the minimum house within a radius of 50 
to 75 miles of one of their several fabricating 
shops for about $5,500 erected—a saving of 
$1,500 over straight conventional construction.

PLAN OF COUNTRY HOUSE HOLDS LESSONS FOR ALL HOUSES 


The floor plans at the top and bottom of this 
page set forth in detail the room arrangement 
of Lire’s country house. But-they also reveal a 
number of important basic facts about house- 
planning in general. 

For example, dividing the house into-a two- 
story (left) and a one-story (right) section has 
several advantages. First, it makes the house 
somewhat easier to adapt to sloping land be- 
cause the two-story section may be moved up 


or down in relation to the rest of the house to 
fit the ground ond, the large living 
room, with its long ceiling spans, can be more 
cheaply constructed if there is no second story 
to be supported above.

Lire’s model-builders, Devon Dennett of New York City and Theo- 
dore Conrad of Jersey City, N.J., and their assistants spent more than 
8,600 manhours building the houses, automobiles and scenery shown 
on the preceding 15 pages. Experts have pronounced them among the 
most perfect models ever constructed. Everything was made on a scale 
of one inch to one foot. Minute kitchen utensils were turned from rods 
of brass on a lathe; 's of cleansing tissue were used for window cur-

A TIRED PEOPLE BATTLES INEFFICIENCY, POVERTY AND PLAIN BAD LUCK

Last winter, through the storms, blizzards and floods, a 
new and disturbing picture of Great Britain began to ap- 
pear. With an almost fearful suddenness England’s Labor 
Government as well as her people discovered that the proud 
Empire of old was a weary and battered nation, struggling 
for existence. 

Tt was no temporary crisis. Winter had merely exposed 
it. Now that spring has come the new picture of Britain 
is clear. Her extreme poverty, her hunger, her industrial 
anemia are starkly apparent. Great Britain is no longer a 
first-rank world power. 

No longer is Britain the financial center of the world. 
No longer is she the great processor, with raw materials 


flowing in from the Empire and finished products pouring 
out. Now even the island’s natural resources are dwindling, 
in the worked-out coal pits of Wales, the flooded wheat 
fields of Yorkshire and the depleted sheep runs of the North 
Counties. Even the famed U.S. loan to England is fast dis- 
appearing. Because of the high prices of world trade, the 
$3,750,000,000 loan is melting away at the frightening rate 
of $4 million per day. 

But in Britain today there is one bright note of encourage- 
ment. It is discussed by Trwz-Lire Senior Correspondent 
John Osborne, whose report follows the photographic essay 
on these eight pages. What can save England now is what 
got her through the war: her stubborn, indomitable spirit.

BRITAIN’S SPIRIT 


DESPITE STAGGERING TROUBLES 
IT HAS NOT YET BEEN CRUSHED

jand’s industrial core, | know that Britons are still wonderful, 
still unpredictable, still unconquered. But Britons cannot win 
through their troubles without a larger loss of well-being at home 
and a greater loss of stature abroad than they have yet suffered. 
Already the biggest wortd debtor in history; Britain in 1947 will 
have to borrow more than she can afford—in order to buy less than 
she needs—to struggle through the year. The British Labor Govern- 
ment so far has failed to do all that a British government must do 
if the country is even to begin a recovery. Caught between an eco: 
nomic crisis and an avowed program of improved working condi- 
tions and better social services, the government has been dogged, 
comparatively well disciplined, but dull. Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee has provided not the faintest spark of personalized leader- 
ship, although one of his ablest colleagues, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Hugh Dalton, has just presented a budget widely acclaimed 
as the first to be balanced since 1937. Closer inspection, however, 
showed that a “revenue surplus” was primarily windfall money 
from taxrepaymentsandsale of wargoods,and that the balance would 
not have been attained if the budget had included surplus expendi- 
tures of £430 million for war-damage payments, excess-profits tax 
refunds and repayment of postwar credits. Bluntly Dalton warned 
that Canadian and U.S. dollar loans were rapidly being used up. 
and he announced a staggering 50% rise in excise taxes on imported 
tobacco. Britons groaned at Dalton’s “tobacco budget,” but in this 
and in other matters so far they have failed to grasp the fullness of 
their trouble and the measure of what they must do and what they 
must do without. Britain’s problems in the larger sense are world 
problems, but they must be worked out on the foundation of a peo- 
ple of whom Mr. Robert Boothby, a Conservative member of Par- 
liament, recently wrote, “We are ‘blitzed,’ run-down, cold, hungry 
and exhausted.

But Mr. Boothby, in concluding that in these circumstances his 
people will “fold up,” has overlooked the only fact that really mat- 
ters: Britain is still British. 

All sorts of other facts (amplifying the social, political and eco- 
nomic problems documented in the preceding pages) flow from this 
unsentimental fact. The British are chronically unbeaten, as noted 
in the remark of an angry Irishman recently encountered near Liv- 
erpool. “Don’t ask thi 's happening to this country 
and to the Empire,’ hey don’t know. They never have 
known. They never will bow! ”” And in sober fact they will con- 
tinue to note with a faintly superior and infuriating puzzlement t 
quotations of Britain’s obituaries published abroad. They will con- 
tinue to say, as some of them are now saying, that what Britain 
needs is a really first-rate crisis, a situation so bad that the people 
will have to wake up, go to work and save the country once again. 
They will confinnats bore fared sn visitors with reminders and e 
planations of “the British spi uminated by detailed accounts 
of the wonders worked by tha in the recent war, even though 
such talk cannot obscure and probably cannot offset the facts and 
forces which signal and accelerate Britain's decline as a world pow- 
er, Yet as long as that spirit lives, Britain will be a force in the 
world. And who, now, staring into the glare of an atomic age, can 
predict the forms and measures of power in any world that men 
may chance to leave for themselves? 

In spelling out the black and white facts about Britain it must be 
remembered that London is closer to the body and spirit of the real 
Britain than Washington, D.C. is to the real U.S. But London is 
not the Britain of the dark W vi y 
unchanging strength; of the Durham hills where the miner spends 
his dirty days full-length in a coal seam 18 inches high, or the Mid- 
lands where industrial pigsties and marvels of modern factory de- 
sign mar or bless the still-sweet land. In that Britain the visitor can 
find fac ‘tory slums which j the darkest sumptions about 
British industry and management. But London’s incessant talk 
about migration and despair is almost never heard. Hard by the 
slums may be found such contrasts as a huge Halifax bomber fac- 
tory converted within a year into a tire plant which in design and 
method would do credit to Akron, Ohio; or an even bigger plane 
factory, where wartime Spitfires were made, which is now a beauti- 
fully laid-out metals stamping plant producing automobile parts 
and bodies, electric refrigerators and kitchen sinks with profusion 
and speed.

ment, methods and workmanship can equal anything the U.S. has 
to offer, always with the qualification that smaller markets and out- 
puts generally limit the money which the British think they can 
profitably invest in the machines and techniques of mass produc- 
tion. Britain’s extraordinarily peaceful and effective conversion to 
peacetime production was accomplished despite a natural and well- 
nigh universal let-down of effort among both workers and manage- 
ment in the months just after the war. Then, in the summer and 
fall of 1946, followed a noteworthy revival of effort and efficiency 
—a revival which is being frustrated now by shortages of the things 
from which finished goods are made. 

Everywhere, of course, there are examples of union customs 
and petty privileges which continue to increase costs and inhibit 
production in a fashion which in the circumstances seems more 
than normally insane. But British industrialists and plant managers 
themselves have sound, although often contradictory, ideas. By and 
large the managers seem more impressed by the demonstrated ca- 
pacity of their workers, given intelligent incentives and adequate 
materials, than by the contrary practices which generally receive 
public notice from tired politicians and Fleet Street seers. A majori- 
ty of some 40 plant executives in Britain's principal export indus- 
tries recently said that British labor in general is not working hard 
enough. They said their own particular workers are exceptions to 
this rule. On the whole they considered their unions to be con- 
structive rather than restrictive influences, although the workers 
are accustomed to piece-rate incentive systems which would bring 
U.S. unions out on instant strike, They claimed that the only 
significant handicap to their production has been their chronic and 
now desperate shortages of materials, complicated this past winter 
by the country’s drastic shortage of fuel. Most of them also said 
that they were Conservatives in politics, that they and acquaint- 
ances of their ilk had no present confidence in the Conservati 
party, that a Conservative victory in 1945 would have been a 
disaster to the country and that the Conservative party would re- 
turn to power in due course. All of them said that Pri Prime Minister 
Attlee was hopeless, and some of them said that they had hoped he 
would do well becau: successful Labor Government would be 
the best possible thing for Britain. Most of them thought that a 
Labor-Conservative coalition would be the best thing now, but 
none saw any chance of getting it. One said that what he would like 
to see was a real Labor Government minus socialism. All of them 
said that, of course, controls on industry were necessary, Yet most 
of them said the controls were a nuisance and badly applied, and 
that industry would collapse without controls because there just 
was not enough to go around. A lively young official in the Mid- 
lands, one of many Conservative businessmen who took jobs in the 
wartime government's control system and stayed on with more 
tenacity than conviction after Labor came to power, said that it 
was time to face the facts: British industry could produce twice 
what it was producing if British workers would get to work. 


WORK AND PLAY 


Most of the working managers assumed that shorter factory 
weeks urged by the Labor Government would automatically low 
production, and they were distressed by a recent reduction of 
their own plant weeks from 47 to 42 hours. The experience of some 
plants seemed to contradict this as a necessary conclusion for all 
industry; for instance, in the auto industry where workers have 
been turning out more cars in an emergency three-day week than 
they ever produced in any three days of a normal week. 

The reasons in this instance and in many others like it may be 
that workers, suddenly laid off and then forced onto a shorter week 
than they or their unions had ever bargained for, naturally wanted 
to earn all they could in the time allowed them, Presumably they 
were also moved by a return of the simple fear that they might 
soon have no job at all and that another one might not be waiting 
just around the corner. This old fear is a new thing in postwar 
Britain, where during the war and until the present time something 
very near full employment has been attained more by circum: 
stances than by socialist planning. Accompanying this abrupt sen- 
sation of insecurity has been a feeling that “nobody is giving us a 
lead”"—-nobody being Clement Attlee But the blackest ory could 
take small comfort from the crisis reaction which outweighed all 
others among British workers. A Tory factory manager in, the 
Merseyside area accurately gauged it for his colleagues. “Hell,” he 
reported on the day his men returned to work after the midwinter 
shutdown, “they are saying that they have got to pull together to 
save their government.” 

Meanwhile as the shadow of the crisis spreads long into the fu-

ture, Britain is still replete with sig) nt and diverting phenom- 
ena. The preoccupation with sports approaches the dimensions of a 
national craze. For millions of miffed ci ns the crisis took its 
severest form to date when the Cabinet, with unwonted boldne: 
dared to order the cancellation of midweek football, dog- and horse- 
racing, ericket and other spectacles which were depleting the fac- 
tor Wedn working forces. The winter storms afflicted a 
large section of the population by further disarranging football and 
racing schedules. A marked shortage of London taxis on certain 
afternoons was traced to the congregation of cabbies at the dog 
tracks. Tradition requires foreign observers to accept without a 
murmur the explanation that this merely represents a healthy and 
historic appetite for playing games. Actually British sports are high- 
ly professionalized, and in their widest appeal sports have become 
vast vehicles for popular gambling on “the pools,” which can best 
be described to Americans as legalized and glorified numbers games 
based on football results. A British workman recently won $240,000 
with a stake of about 1!%¢; wins of $80,000 to $150, 000 are fairly 
common. The British Gallup Poll has announced that one of every 
two adult Britons plays the pools, and the mania has been com- 
pared by moralists to the great gin spree which ravaged the work- 
ing classes in the 18th Century. 


LIBERTY AND CHEESE 


Other observers of the “pool mania” have seen another alarming 
facet of the British scene in the reasons advanced why professional 
sports should not be curtailed no matter how economically waste- 
ful. The complaining masses alleged, first, that the suspension in- 
vaded the liberty of the citizen and, second, that it conferred an 
advantage on those who never attended midweek games and ther 
fore would not miss them. The London Economist has called thi 
powerful prejudice in which every advantage of every kind is un- 
derstood to be unfair “the doctrine of equal misery,” and in all se- 
riousness has labeled it a menace to the nation. Britain’s sociali 
government naturally practices the doctrine, often to the detri- 
ment of its recovery program. It was deemed politically impossible, 
for example, to grant any sufficiently substantial advantages in ex- 
tra food or consumer goods to the coal miners, upon whom the na- 
tion’s fate depends, because of fierce resistance by other unions. 
Dr. Edith Summerskill, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Minis- 
try of Food, probably achieved the ultimate expression of the doc- 
trine when she coldly announced that the government did not pro- 
pose to pander to acquired tastes in cheese, broadly implying that 
anyone who could not stomach the government's favored type, 
popularly called “mousetrap,” must be a Tory scoundrel or, at the 
very least, an aristocrat. 

One of the few signs that the British character may be deteriorat- 
ing under such circumstances is the national fascination with all 
things American and particularly with any indication whatev. 
that things are not so good in the U.S. either. The vigorous indif- 
ference with which the British used to view the U.S. is now past. 
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The interest in U.S, troubles, actual or imagined, is altogether hu- 
man and friendly. The U.S, Negro problem is a frequent theme and 
Britons seem a irifle dashed when told that it probably will not ex- 
lode forthwith. They also like to follow the doings of John L. 
ewis, who has done more than he knows to bolster British pride 
by arranging public disturbances of a nature and scale unknown in 
this island since the general strike of 1926. The deputy managing 
director of one of Britain’s great machinery firms recently quoted a 
letter from a friend in the U.S., who had written that the British 
seemed to be handling their chaos better than the Americans were 
handling theirs. ‘“That’s something, at least,” he said. 
Conversely the British scene does suggest, at least, that there can 
be such a thing as too much peace between management and la- 
bor. The kindly view taken by so many British managements of 
their unions’ working attitudes need not in fact mean that British 
unions are universally devoted to full and efficient production but 
that restriction has become normal and that any serious objec- 
tion to restriction has come to be considered unnatural and anti- 
social. Now, when any restriction upon productive effort is a blow 
to the nation’s very chances of survival, many of the men who 
ought to be fighting for their own and their country’s economic 
life have forgotten how to fight or even that there is, anything to 
ight about. 


ENTERPRISE AND ENNUI 


This state of mind, not unlike that of an addict to a minor drug, 
is the result of a process which has been going on in Britain since 
the close of World War I and which explains many other present- 
day British attitudes. This process is, quite simply, the decay of 
confidence in capital enterprise, free or otherwise. The frequent 
blindness to the presence and nature of labor restriction is one 
symptom; the common view that all sorts of extremes of govern- 
ment controls, however burdensome, are natural and necessary 
is another. A prominent British Conservative remarked recently 
that his party’s salvation may be the public discovery that the Tor- 
ies can apply Communism in Britain more efficiently than the Com- 
munists can, This was not a manifestation of British humor but a 
serious reflection of the assumption, general in Britain, that some 
form and degree of collectivism is inevitable. This idea may be 
helped ales the fact that fundamentally the Tory AN ition is 
weak and ineffective because so many Britons who call themselves 
Conservatives have surrendered the only principles and positions 
which justify and invigorate Conservatism. 

Perhaps in world terms the most important question is not so 
much whether Great Britain can survive as a major power as whether 
ihe people of Britain can preserve their island as a home of liberty. 
Britons have already relinquished most of what used to be consid- 
»red their economic liberties and are rapidly giving up the remain- 
ler. The assertion of all British Socialists except an extreme minor- 


ity, and the belief of most Britons, is that this surrender of eco- 
nomic liberty need not and will not entail surrender of the basic 
personal freedoms. This will be so only if British Socialism (or 
Conservative collectivism) is different and illogical and unpredict- 
able simply because it is British.

U.S. royalty regarded as 


improvement on old model

'N appraising the various crowned heads, incumbent and other- 

wise, who used to visit the U.S., Americans had the advantage 

of being able to consult the Almanach de Gotha. The recent Eu- 

ropean tour of the Maid, or Queen, of Cotton suggests that the 

trend of royal traffic is now being reversed. If so, Europeans may 

need a few notes on American royalty, pending the issuance of a 
full directory on this little-known subject. 

Three main points can be made about American royalty. First, 
unlike what is left of European royalty, it operates on an annu- 
al instead of a hereditary basis. Second, it is naturally a mass- 
production, or assembly-line, proposition. Third, it servesa useful 
purpose, namely, advertising. There are also, of course, some 
subsidiary points. One is that official U.S. royalty (which is not 
to be confused with the mere nickname peerage of Sugar Kings, 
Movie Moguls, Baseball Czars and Sultans of Sports) is entirely 
on the distaff side.

Each of these weeks may be expected 
to produce at least one and probably several queens, along with 
the proper quota of maids, princesses and goddesses. 

According to the savants and wiseacres the enthusiasm of the 
USS. for its revolving, mass-production, advertising royalty is 
bused on a nostalgia for real royalty.

Still, England 
could certainly stand a Miss Nationalized Transport Industry or 
a New Budget Princess in addition to dear little Margaret Rose. 
France could have a Goddess or, perhaps better, a Something, of 
Existentialism. As to Russia, this is a bit more difficult but after 
another five- or ten-year plan the Kremlin might be able to come 
up with a Veto Queen or Czarina. She could then make an ill-will 
tour of the U.S., bringing samples of caviar in unopenable tins.
